As affairs begin now to develope themfelves, it 
appeags that Catherine Il, and Jofeph H. have 
been but the fools of abler politicians in the com- 
mencement of the prefent war. Their power was 
immence, and if united might have overt..ced 
fome of their ncighbouring ilatés.. A war was 
therefore conjurea up; which will be carried on 
until the two ;Imperial States are thinned, and
